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THE TEMPLE 


RIMARILY, The Temple is a coamie organie centre, the eonstituent 
parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity. 

Coineident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—eame into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular eorner 8tone of The Temple, upon whieh 
is rizing, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice.

The organization of The Temple, the members of which belong by evolu- 
tionary right to a certain Degree of Cogmie Life, which Degree is 8ubdivided 
into geven Orders, is the continuation and expansion of the work of the 
Masters revivified in this eountry a quarter of a century ago by eertain 
ebelas or diseiples. 

To the efforts of the Masters is due the impulse which has causged the 
great advance in scientifie, philogophical and gocial endeavor; for they are 
the guardians of Ancient Wisdom and Knowledge, in which lies the root 
of all progress; and the work of The Temple is to cultivate and embody 
the highest prineiples of all guch endeavor in one stupendous living organie 
whole. 

It is a eommon belief that the fires on the altars of the Ancient Temples 
have been permitted to die out: but **those who know ”'” 8ay this is not true;

that which the Disciples of Jesus <aw at the time of His trans- 


fheuration,—a Glorified Body, sometimes termed a Nirmanakiya 
Robe, which is visihle only to the interior sense of s1ght in the case of 
the phvsical man. The Nirmanakiva Body of a great Buddhi would 
be like unto a Sun im brightness to the psychic senses of the observer, 
and if. in the course of the evolution of a race, a change im vibration 
had occurred which had unsealed the interior vision of the units ot 
that race, they might envision the Buddhi, or Christ, as clearly as 
they might now hehold an Avatar in a physical body were one upon 


the earth. 
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The nearness of a Nirmanakiya Body to the Auric Center oft 
the earth would be <ufhcient to raise the vibrations of every human 
heing. and even of the <ubstance of the earth itself ; and this change 
in vibration would raise the senses of man, especially the senses Of

4joht and ound. to a marked degree. 
The briaging of a lighted lamp close to the open door of a pre- 
viouslv dark room, filled with people, would lighten the room accord- 
nz to the size of the lamp and. the intensity of the light 
ziven ont by it. It would not he necessary for the occu- 
nants of the room to see the Source of the hght in order 
to he conscious of its nearness. With the dissipation oft 
the darkness there would occur a notable change 1n the occu- 
Pants. of the room. Even a Slight change in vibration would 
mite materially increase the mental action as well as the heart action 
 cach occupant. although they might not recognize the cause of 
he increase. If vou will consider the change in the sense of feeling, 
the actual rehef of mind and the brightening of the faces of all 
vre-ent when a lighted lamp 1s snddenly brought mto a previously 
lark room in which vou, with others, were quietly s1tting, it will 
be difficult for vou to accept my Statement regarding the effect 

Spiritual Illumination on the whole nature of a race of human 
Meings. Tam not attempting to give a techmecal illustration of the 
eftects of hight on gross matter that would satisfy the mind of an 
cademician, but there are certam correspondences between (different 
Trades, or $states of energy and_suhstance winch -greatly aid the 
'ntellect im <olving many of the most mysterious processes Of nature, 
Tet of which are processes by which spiritual hight becomes man!- 
exted as hght on the plane of gross matter. 

\\ hat 1s true of the reincarnation, or of the development, of an 
\vatar 1s equally true of the lesser orders of hfe. The s$piritual 
I1ght which 1llumines the mind and soul of an Avatar. illumines the 
mind and soul of every human heing; as hefore said it is but a 
matter 01 degree and of preparation for the reception of that light. 
the Light of the Central Spiritual Sun,—spiritual light,—is in 
actuality the light, or energy, we term the ©Christos.” The soul of 
man 1s primarily a reflection, 0 to speak, a heam of that light, 
lothed in energy, or suhstance of lower vibratory rates. 

In terms of matter, the first Triity in manifestation 1s Light 
Heat and_Electricitv. A composite unit of the three states of energy 
1s the basis of the snhstance which clothes the reincarnating soul. or 
personal Ego. It 1s the Thinker, and the Thought, and the [LxPres- 
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Sion. In differentiation the Thought hecomes the Etheric hody an 
the Expression is that Etheric body clothed in the gross matter of 
the physical plane. 

[| have only touched on this vast subject : my purpose in doing <0 
has been to- aid in furmshing a working hypothests by means of which 
Some understanding of the problem presented by the prophesied 
return of an Avatar might, at least partially, be solved. It must he 
understood that whether the Coming Avatar shall appear as a rein- 
carnation of the [Ego which previonsly incarnated mn the body of 
TJesus of Nazareth, in the body of a child, or in the body oft a man, or 
whether the vibration of a race $shall he so rarsed as to enable the 
units of that race to behold the elorified Form of a Buddhi, that 
recognition must be by intuitive perception of the individual seer, an! 
not by associating the form and features with those ot any preceding 
Avatar. 

[1 previous me>sages I have endeavored to show somewhat ot the 
tremendous 1ssues facing the present human race within the recently 
opened ten-vear cycle, as well as the unprecedented changes which 
will take place in man as a whole, or i part, and even m the very 
Sulhstance of the earth to some degree. The rapidity with which 
changes are taking place in the 1deas and 1deals of man 1s not alone 
due to recent world wide events; 1t 1s fhrst of all due to the entrance 
of a Great Soul to Nirvana—a soul that has completed 1ts whole 
round of development, and to the nearness of another Great Soul to 
earthly environment. It 18s said that similarly rapid changes are 
taking place in the flora and fauna of same parts of the earth. Na- 
turally such changes are alwavs taking place, but 1t 1s the rapiditv 
with which they occur at the present time which more particularly 
attracts attention. 

[t has als0 heen taught by Masters oft High Degree that these 
changes will culminate to a marke( extent in the year 1928, and that 
a point of their culmination 1s que to fall hetween certain parallels oft 
latitude and longitude on the Western Hemnsphere, directly oppostte 
a similar point between the same parallels on the Eastern Hemnsphere. 
thus closing a cvcle of time ani] space which opened nearly two thou- 
Sand years ago. 

In a prophesy made by one of the older Sages, we find the words : 
*The child of the East must he im the West wind to recerve the call 
to action.” There are now many inclications of the fulfillment of this 
prophecy. The young men of many FEastern nations are rapidly 
receiving the call to soctal and political action at the present time in 
SOme of the countries of the Western Hemisphere with the avowed 
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purpose of returning to their native lands to act according to entirely 
new ideals. 

Knowledge of the form in which the coming Avatar 1s to appear 
to man has been withheld from man for a definite purpose. It it 
:hould prove to be, as before outlined, in the form of a Glorihed 
Body, it will not be difficult to understand how two biblical prophecies 
relating to the *second coming of Christ” may he fulfilled, ie. : He 
zhall come in a cloud with power and great glory and He <hall 
appear in the twinkling of an eye and every eye $shall hehold him.” 
Natural laws would have to be suspended to make possIÞle the ver1- 
ncation of those two prophecies 1f an Avatar were to appear m a 
<trictly physical form. But whatever be the form, or whether that 
form be perceptible to inner. or outer vis10n, one indisputable fact 
remains, the mere seeing of the form would count for little. It will 
re<t upon the conscious effort of the individual man or woman as to 
what the final effect of that event will -be upon him or her. . The 
Human will enforced by Divine Will must-settle the question of prep- 
aration and the course of action to be pursued in the interun het ween 
now and the final event, as has heen done in former Mess1anic Cvcles. 
[t would be well 1t each reader of this article should make an ind1- 
vidual and present 1ssue of this subject of the Coming of the Avatar. 
Above all else, his or her readiness for the Call of the Christ 
will depend entirely upon individual effort and the spirit of unselfish- 
ness which actuates that effort. We can only pray that the Christ 
may have mercyv on the one who refuses to make the effort, for there 
1s no mercy in the Code of Laws which govern the action of the 
Individual Ego—the divine Self—when the human soul is brought 
Hetore 1ts Judgment Seat.

1wo outer gates of the Temple of the People may open for the 


Children or Wards of Templers in good standing. Requests for 
these privileges by the parents or guardians of the-said children 
=hould be addressed to the officiating Priest, or to the Outer Guard 
of a Square who has been deputed to perform the ceremonies by the 
Guardian-in-Chief or the Official Head of the Temple. A child may 
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he presented for the service of Announcement—Naming, at any 
ervice held for that purpose, before its seventh hirthday; and even 
<ubsequently when -circumstances have previously prevented its 
presentation for that privilege, but it may not he Confirmed until 
after it has passed its seventh birthdav. 

The two gates above mentioned are indicated by the ceremonies 
of Announcement, —Naming, and Confirmation. These ceremonies 
<ymbolize the entrance into material and spiritual life of the indt- 
vidual Soul; and should alwavs be held on Easter Sunday, *Chil- 
Irens Day.” 

Both ceremonies may be performed during one Service when 
advisable. Such <imple obligations as are assumed in these cere- 
monies are taken by parents or guardians, not by the children. 

The name bestowed on a child in the ceremony of Announcement 
loes not differ from the name previously grven þy 1ts parents or 
guardhans, 

While presentation of children for the <aid ceremonies 1s not 
obligatorv upon Templers, the acknowledgment of responsthility 
assumed by the latter in these ceremonies <erve to make a definite 
outer connection hetween them and the great Group Soul of which 
each one 18 interiorally a part.
